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We Need Unity---Not Division 


The Atlanta Constitution believes that 
the greatest threat to local government 
lies in the proposals for enactment of a 
Federal Fair Employment Practices Com- 
mittee with police powers. 


No American can object to the princi- 
ples, or objectives, of fair employment 
practices, but every thoughtful American 
must be alert to the fact that if a Fed- 
eral bureau, with its own police power 
greater than that of the individual States, 
is given jurisdiction in so controversial 
a field, it will be the beginning of the 
end of local government, which is: the 
source of all democratic government. We 
will, in effect, be destroying majority rule 
in an effort to protect the interests of the 
various minority groups. 


There are many persons in the West- 
ern and Eastern States who believe in the 
principle of States’ rights. They, and 
those in the South who believe in it, have 
been rendered impotent to act because 
of some of the leadership from the South 
which tragically has sought to make 
States’ rights something peculiarly South- 
ern and applicable only to Southern prob- 
lems. The result has been that they have 
themselves stabbed the principle of States’ 
rights in the back by confusing it with 
every civil rights issue which has been 
proposed, even before it has reached the 
form of a bill submitted to its first com-" 
mittee. They have made it impossible for 
the friends of States’ rights in the East 
and West to join with them. 

There meets in Atlanta today, for 


some unknown reason, the small group 
calling themselves “Dixiecrats.” They 
are headed by Gov. Strom Thurmond, of 
South Carolina, and Gov. Fielding Wright, 
of Mississippi. The suspicion is rife in 
their respective States that they are out 
to make political hay for their future cam- 
paigns for the United States Senate. 


There also is grave doubt about the 
financing of this strange creation, outside 
the party. But we are willing to accept 
their claim to sincerity at face value. 

Therefore, we call upon them to note 
that only an approximate 2,000 persons 
registered for the Birmingham “conven- 
tion” of last Saturday, which thought it 
was forming a new party and nominating 
them. This the gentlemen now deny. 

We further call upon them to note that 
the best judgment of Southern Democrats, 
not interested in the Senate races, is that 
the most effective-Southern protest may 
be waged within the party by each State 
offering a slate of independent Demo- 
cratic electors, along with the Truman 
slate, so that the people may choose. 
Thus, if—as probably would be the 
case—the people chose the anti-Truman 
electors, the South’s electoral votes would 
then be withheld from Truman and cast 
for some other Democrat. Certainly, the 
honorable gentlemen who now say they 
were “recommended” by a convention of 
2,000 registered attendants cannot claim 
any draft or grass roots support of their 
position. | 

Therefore, we respectively ‘urge upon 
them that they abandon this “recommen- 
dation” by 2,000 registered attendants and 
return to the party and assist it in a 
united effort to present the most effective 
Southern protest which may now be made. 

Their present course is one which will 
again make it impossible for the friends 
of States’ rights in the West and East to 
join in opposing the FEPC legislation. 
These friends will not be able to do so if 
the “Dixiecrats’” dead cat is tied about 
their neck and they are made to accept it. 

Let the honorable gen‘lemen withdraw 
and join other Southern States. The South 
has not “called” them. Most of the South 
has respected them. The States’ rights 
anti-FEPC fight needs unity, not division. 


A Good Price for Tobacco 


Nearly 9,000,000 pounds of tobacco was 
sold in Georgia on the market’s opening 
day. More important, the price, in most 
instances, was good, averaging $53.20 per 
hundred, more than 8% cents a pound 
higher than last year’s opening-day fig- 
ures. 

First-day figures are, of course, incon- 
clusive. But this year’s acreage is not as 
high as last year’s and production per acre 
is also down. In addition, foreign buyers, 


notably the British, who were out of last 
year’s market, again are buying in quan- 
tity. Thus it is that opening prices should 


hold and the entire crop bring a high 
return. 

Tobacco has become an increasingly 
important part of the Georgia agricul- 
tural picture in the years since 1917, when 
440 acres were planted in this State. For 
the past four years the yield has been over 
100,000,000 pounds and the cash return has 
jumped from $11,000,000 in 1940 and 1941 
to $52,000,000 in 1946 and 1947. 

If, as it should, the price holds through- 
out the season, this year will be another 
prosperous one for Georgia tobacco farm- 
ers ... and the communities in which 
they live.

What Is the Soviet Aim in Germany’ 


WASHINGTON—What is the grand prize for which the Kremlin is willing to bring the world to 
the very edge of a war which the Kremlin must know it can never win? No one can know for certain 
the answer to that question. Yet some of the experts are beginning to suspect, on the basis of available 
evidence, that the Russians now intend actually to incorporate their Eastern European empire, in- 
cluding the Soviet zone of Germany, into the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics. For this purpose 


it is essential that the Western powers evacuate Berlin. 


One important item of evidence to support 
this theory is a recent speech by Otto Grotewohl, 
Communist leader of the Soviet zone. The speech 
was delivered to the high chieftains of the Com- 
munist SED, and it bears all the earmarks of 
having been ghost-written for Grotewohl by his 
Russian masters. Therefore it is. being studied 
with earnest attention in all the Western capitals. 


The speech makes no bones about the des- 
perate economic crisis into which the Russian 


policy of plunder has plunged the Soviet zone, 


of Germany. Indeed, Grotewohl neatly sums up 
the crisis: “Hunger is the cause of low produc- 
tion, but to remove hunger, industrial production 
must itself be raised.” The Soviet formula for 
breaking this vicious circle, as announced by 
Grotewohl, consists in effect of transforming the 
Soviet zone of Germany into an economic and 
political replica of the Soviet Union. 


Thus “diversionist” and “bourgeois” po- 
litical elements are to be ruthlessly elimi- 
nated. This sounds the death knell for the 
stooge non-Communist parties in the Soviet 
zone. Further, the Communist Party itself 
is to be transformed into an “elite” party 
(kaderpartei) and “unreliable” elements are 
to be purged. The purge has, according to 
reliable reports, already started in Saxony. 
In short, the Soviets have decided to deal 
with an economic crisis of a sort familiar 
in the Soviet Union by political measures 
also familiar in the Soviet Union. 


Moreover, Grotewohl repeatedly insisted in 
this Soviet-sponsored speech that the Soviet 
zone Communists are to have no more truck 
with the West. Henceforth the Soviet zone must 
be exclusively and wholly “oriented toward the 
Soviet Union.” Grotewohl even hinted that the 
“German unity” theme which has been the chief 
instrument of Soviet and Communist propaganda 
in Germany is now to be abandoned. “For us 
as a party,” he announced, “it is at present 
impossible to rely on any sort of grouping with 
the West. It is impossible at the present moment 
even with regard to German unity.” 


It is believed that this speech, taken together 
with other developments, may have the most 
crucial significance. Some of the other develop- 
ments are: the purges impending or in progress 
in Eastern Europe; the Kremlin’s thunders 
against the “nationalism” of its Communist 
stooges;.the disciplining of the Western Com- 
munist Parties, and their transformation into 
“elite” parties, wholly dependable instruments 


of Soviet foreign policy; the Tito episode, and the 
siege of Berlin itself. 

All this falls into a neat pattern. The pattern 
in turn implies that the Kremlin may well have 
concluded that the political capture of Western 
Europe is now impossible, and that the Western 
powers cannot be blackmailed into scrapping 
their measures for the economic revival of West- 
ern Germany. Already, to prevent a repetition 
of the Tito episode, and to counter the magnet- 
ism of a reviving West, the process of securing 
absolute control of the whole “Molotov area” 
is under way. 

Some experts reason that the final objective 
of this process is to bring the entire Soviet 
European empire, including the Soviet zone of 
Germany, into the Soviet Union, thus providing 
absolute insurance against defection or revolt. 
This could be done on a “voluntary” basis, with 
Romania (already under pressure to join the 
Soviet Union) leading the parade. But it cannot 
be done while the Western Allies remain in 
Berlin. That is why, according to this theory, the 
Soviets are willing to risk war to force a Western 
evacuation of Berlin. 

The theory is neat, but it is wholly specula-

Dear Editor: Please pardon pencil. I’m in prison.

Just wondering if anyone wanted to take a chance on an old } 


drunk? 

I’ve been out and in the U. S. Army since I was 17 years old 
(1921). I have 15 years, four months honorable service. I’m 44 
years old now. My nerves kinda cracked up during this war and 
I drank too much booze, and was given a one-way ticket out of 
service, with no return (May, 1943). I don’t have a trade other than 
soldiering. But I have driven a taxi, worked on the B. & O. Rail- 
road, clerked in a hardware store, steward in a hotel, grill cook, 
done landscaping; have been chained to work on chaingangs and 
chained in filthy beds at night; have been thrown in nearly every 
jail in three Southern States and my only offense is that I drink. 
I don’t harm anyone because the Army taught me respect for others. 

Yes, Ed, I’m lost and tired, tired of jails, tired of whiskey and 
what it stands for. Tired of giving free labor. Will anyone any- 
where give me $15 a week, board and room? And pay me out of 
jail, $25? I will work at anything. OLD SARGE.

Following the publication of the letter I talked with Bert Flynn. 
Bert Flynn has been in jail in Atlanta more than 100 times for 
drunkenness. But, at last he reached the point where he wanted, 
more than anything else, to quit. He, too, was sick and tired, lost 
and defeated. Some time ago two or three Atlanta business men 
helped him with his dream. Behind him was the wreckage of his 
own life and family. He wanted to build, not merely what was left 
of his own life, but the life of other alcoholics. These business men 
helped him make a down payment on an old house. Slowly it was 
equipped. Patiently, a start was made. It is called “The Lighthouse.” 
That’s the name Bert Flynn wanted for it. 

Let me say now that it does a better job than the 


Refuge “missions.” They supply a bed and meal, but little else. 
This small lace is restoring men. If I had to name a single force 
in this particular field most worthy of financial support, I would 
name this one. When the defeated and lost leave the missions and 
jails, they must have a place to go other than poolrooms and joints. 
The Lighthouse is it. 

Well, anyhow, they got “Old Sarge” out of jail. He was clad 


in a ragged sweater and shabby khaki pants. His shoes were tat- | 


tered. 

Now I have seen “Old Sarge” and some of the men at the Light- 
house. He had on a good, clean suit and clothes. He had been at 
work, There is real manhood in him. The discipline of a quarter 
century in the Army is apparent. He is going to get a better job. 


I am betting on him to win through. 

: One of the first things a true alcoholic has to learn 
Alcoholics is that while he or she may be ashamed of some of 
the things drink has caused them to do, they need not be ashamed 
of being alcoholics. 

They need to know there is no reason why they should not say, 
aloud and in any gathering where drinks are served: “No thank 
you, I am an alcoholic.” A sufferer from asthma cheerfully admits 
he cannot go around ragweed: a diabetic candidly refuses desserts 
or any drink which contains sugar. An alcoholic needs only to 
realize that he is a person who cannot take one drink, and to say 
so openly, and unashamedly. 

This is necessary, because, in the final analysis, the person who 
drinks is the only person who can help himself or herself.

But, finally, only the alcoholic can make the decision not to take 
another drink. No one else can do that. This requires understand- 
ing by both the alcoholic, his family and friends. If the alcoholic 
does not understand that the real decision is his or hers alone, 
then no help is possible.

At this conference they could be ex- 
pected to do their utmost to embarrass the 
West. They could offer apparently impor- 
tant concessions to the Germans—a central 
government so designed as to be subject to 
Kremlin control, some reduction in repara- 
tions, an offer to withdraw all troops and the 
formation of a German army (officered by 
MVD). By offering spurious concessions, 
while refusing to negotiate on the real prob- 
lem of Germany, the Soviets might hope to 
keep Western Germany, and indeed all West- 
ern Europe in a state of turmoil in which 
recovery would be impossible. 


It will soon be known whether this is the 
real objective of the siege of Berlin. For in their 
forthcoming note to Moscow, the Allies can be 
expected to make it entirely clear that they are 
prepared to negotiate again on Germany, pro- 
vided the blockade is first lifted. If this note 
is also rejected, it will be wholly evident that 
Berlin itself is the minimum Soviet objective.

Anyway, the so-called convention was strictly “rump,” and the 
pity of it is that the whole Deep South gets the name of acting 
crazy because a few folks in three States went off half-cocked. 

Any Democrat in his right mind knows that Strom Thurmond, of 
South Carolina, and Fielding Wright, of Mississippi, are not really 
candidates for the presidency and vice presidency, and it will be 
a terrible mistake if any Southern State permits their names to go 
on the ballot, to the exclusion of Harry S. Truman’s name. 

Neither of these two men stands the remotest chance of occu- 
pying the White House and, as candidates, they cannot do the South

The Birmingham rump convention has pro-

no less. Gov. J. Strom Thurmond, of South Carolina, was nominated 
for the presidency and Mississippi’s Gov. Fielding Wright was 
named as his running-mate. It is certain that these two men can 
control the decisions of their States’ members of the Electoral 
College, and it is probable that they will find support in Florida 
and Alabama. But to accord that ticket any more real strength is 
conjectural, although feelings in 10 Southern States regarding 
Mr. Truman’s proposed “civil rights’’ program are hostile. It is 
significant that Gov. Ben Laney, of Arkansas, who was one of the 
most outspoken against a civil rights plank in the Democratic 
platform, would have nothing to do with the bolters at this time. 
And our own State of Georgia, which managed its resistance to the 
President extremely well at Philadelphia, is not Birmingham-minded. 
There is no gainsaying the political possibilities within easy 
reach of this protest Southern ticket. If the special session of 
Congress is a particularly rough one with respect to the civil 
rights issue, desperation, coupled with indignation, can rally many 
voters around the Thurmond-Wright team. In the event that the 
race between Mr. Truman and Mr. Dewey is close, the dissenting 
electors from the Southern States could conceivably throw the 
election into the House of Representatives. But this is not prob- 
able because the Dewey strength in other sections of the country 
seems overwhelming. 
For the South itself, it would have been far better if the Bir- 
mingham convention had not been held at all. For the ticket has 
a voice, but it is a voice of anger. And it has none of the other 


In short, this ticket can spread resentment, discouragement and 
dissension, but it can offer nothing constructive to the issue at 
-hand. It will not make our Southern Congressmen, who will have 
to fight the issue in Washington, any stronger as they seek allies 


to bolster their cause. Rather, it will weaken them and ultimately |

betray their position. 

A foreshadowing of this uncomfortable situation is the prompt 
indorsement of the Birmingham convention by that rabble-rouser 
and race baiter, Gerald L. K. Smith. He finds this a good oppor- 
tunity to “warn” the American people against an unholy political 
coalition between the Jews and the Negroes. Mr. Smith calls this 
upholding States’ rights. Yet it is nothing more than the Hitler 
technique of persecuting helpless minorities. 

Unquestionably, there will be those in Congress who might 
ordinarily be sympathetic to the Southern stand against restrictive 
Federal legislation, particularly with regard to FEPC. But they 
will think twice before espousing any cause which is associated 
in any fashion with a person of Gerald Smith’s character. That is 
the hurtful aspect of the Birmingham revolt. It does not bring 
reason or compromise to our problem; it brings only emotions which 
can destroy the dignity of our protest. We have a just case for

ERP F undamentals 


Editor Constitution: In view of your evident 
concern with ERP, I think you may perhaps 
wish to hear about a talk given last June at 
the M. I. T. Alumni Day symposium on “The 


Logistics of Peace,” by Mr. Biddle, assistant 
to Mr. Hoffman, Director of ERP. 

The reason I think you will be interested is 
that most of the publicity and news accounts 
about the Marshall Plan have emphasized that 
it is supposed to be constructive in nature, not 
just relief, and yet we seem to have received 
very few details as to just how the plan proposes 
to furnish any really fundamental solution to 
Europe’s economic difficulties. 

The second major objective is to assist the 
Europeans to develop completely new sources 
of food.. For example, the English have plans 
for development of Mesopotamia as a food-pro- 
ducing area. In ancient days, until the extensive 
irrigation system developed by the ancients was

destroyed, this land supplied large quantities of 
food; and if new irrigation works can be con- 
structed, the fertility of the region can once more 
be useful. The English also have projects under 
way for new food-producing areas in Africa. 
For example, it is proposed to cultivate peanuts 
on a large scale in Keriya Colony. 

A third approach involved in the Marshall 
Plan is one which does not act to increase the 
actual production of food for Europe, but which 
should help greatly in improving the distribution, 
to those who need it most, of the food the Euro- 
peans are already growing. This approach has 
to do with improving the currency situation. 
Apparently, there have been cases where cities 
are starving while neighboring farmers have a 
surplus, primarily because trade simply doesn’t 
function very well on debased currencies, It is 
hard to carry out large-scale business on a cur- 
rency of cigarettes! In the matter of currencies, 
Mr. Biddle believes there is hope for remark- 
able improvement within a few months.
